(2) The task force shall be conposed of:

(a) One nenber of each of the two | argest caucuses of the senate,
appoi nted by the president of the senate;

(b) One nenber of each of the two | argest caucuses of the house of
representatives, appointed by the speaker of the house of
representatives;

(c) One police chief appointed by the Washi ngton association of
sheriffs and police chiefs;

(d) One representative of the Washington association of crimna
def ense | awyers;

(e) One representative of the Washi ngton associ ati on of prosecuting
attorneys; and

(f) One representative of the Washington coalition of crime victim
advocat es.
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(3) Legislative nenbers of the task force shall be reinbursed for
travel expenses in accordance with RCW 44.04.120. Nonlegislative
menbers, except those representing an enployer or organization, are
entitled to be reinbursed for travel expenses in accordance with RCW
43.03. 050 and 43. 03. 060.

(4) The task force shall nmke a report, together wth any
recommendations, to the legislature not |ater than Decenber 31, 2007.
